The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed October 21 , 2009 are persuasive regarding the genus of antibodies that 
bind to amino acids 34-53 of PTHrP and treat kidney cancer. The specification on page 
27 discloses an antibody species Ab2 that binds to amino acids 34-53 of PTHrP and 
was used in the example illustrated in figure 6 to treat kidney cancer.
